infinite variety of accidents, which fall 
not vnder foreſight; fothat the State 
by thismeanes ſhalbelike roa diſtem- 
percd,and vnperfe& body,continually 
ſubie& ro 'inflamations and convul- 
fions. | 
Beſides,certainely,both in Diuinity 
and inPollicie, Offences of preſumption 
arc the greate$F. Other offences yeeld

and conſent to the law that it is good, 
not daring to make defence, orto iuſti- 


om ovoubunhis ofeoce exproſl 
gives the Law an affront, as if there 


weretwo lawes,one a kind of Gowne- 
lrw,and the other a law of reputation,as 
they tearme it,ſo that Pauls & Weſimin- 
fter,the Pulpetand the courts of juſtice 
muſt giue place to the law (as theKing 
ſpeaketh inhis proclamation ) of Ordz- 

tables , and ſuch reuerent afſem- 
blies; the year books and ſtatute books 
muſt giue place to ſome French and 
Italian pamphlets, which handle the

bleand gentle blood ſhall be ſpilt vpon 
ſuch follies, as if it were aduentured in 
the field in feruice ofthe king &realime, 
were able tomakethe fortune of a day, 
and to change the fortune of a King- 
dome. Soas your Lordfhips ſee what 
a deſperate cuill this is ; it troubleth 
peace, it disfurniſheth war , tbringeth 
calamity vpon priuate men, perill vp- 
_on the ſtate, and contempr vpon the 
_lawc. = 
Touching the cauſes of it; Thefarft 
motiue no doubt is a falſe and erroni- 
ous imagination of honour and credit; 


and thereforethe King,in his laſt Pro- 


clamation,doth moſt aptly and excel-

lently callcthem,bewirching Duels. For, 
ik one he ot uttruely,, itis noe better 
shen a ſorcery that enchanteththe ſpi- 
rits of young men, that beare great 
myndes, with atalſc ſhew,ſpecies falſa;

parition of honour againſt religion, 
agant lawe, againtt morall vertuc, 
and againſt the preſidents and exau- 
ples of the belt cimes, a1 and valian valiaatett 
Nations, as1ſhalltell you by and by, 
when 1 (hall (hew you that bs law of 
Englandis not aloneinthis poynt. 

But then the ſeede of this miſcheefe 
being luch, itis nouriſhed by vainediſ- 
courſes, andgreene and vnripe con- 
_ ceipts, Which neuerthelefſe haue ſo 
preuayled,as though. a man were ſtaid 
and ſober minded, andaright belecuer 
rouchingthe vanity and ynlawfulneſle 
of theſe Duels, yetthe ſtreame of vul- 
| gar opinion is luch., as it impoſcth a 
necellity 
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neceſiity vpon men of value to con= 
forme chem-l{clues; oreliethere is no 

liuing or louking vpon mens faces : 
So that we hauenot todoe,in this caſe, 
fo much wii perticuler perſons, as 
with vaſound anddepraued opinions, 
like the dominations ard {pirits of the 
ayre,which theScripture lpeaketh of. 
Here-vnto may beadded,that men 
haue almoſt loſt the true notion and 
vnderitanding of Fortitude ang Valour. 
For Fortitude diſtinguiſheth of the 
zrounds of quarrels, whether they bee 
zutt;ard ramcoelatil but whether they 
be worthy ; and {etteth a better price 
vpon mens liuesthento beſtow them 
idely , Nay it is weakeneflc,and diſe- 
ſteeme of a mans ſelfe,to put a mans 
life vpon ſuch ledgier pertormances ; 
A mans life is not to bee tryfled away, 
itisto beeoffered vp and ſacrificed to 
honorable ſcruices , publike merites,

good cauſes, and noble aduentures. Tt 


penceoftbloodas it is inexpence 


profuſion of mony vpon cuery vaine 
occaſion, nor nocmore it is fortitude 
to make cfiuſion of bloudexcept the 
cauſe bee of worth, And thus much 
for the cauſes ofthis euill. * 

Forthe remedies | hope ſome great 
and noble perſon will put his hand to 
this plough,and I wiſh chatmy labours 
of this day may be but fore-runners to 
the worke ofa higher and better hand. 
But yetto delwer my opinien,as may 
bee proper for this time and place 
There bce foure things that I hauc 
hought on,as the' moſt effe&uall for 


therepreſbng ofthis depraued cuſtome 
of perticular Combats: 


The firſt is, that there doe appeare 
and beedeclareda conſtant and ſettled 


reſolution inthe Stateto aboliſh ir. For--

this is a thiflg (my Lords) muſt goe 
downeat once, ornotatall; Forchen 
eucry perticular man will thinke him. 
ſclfeacquitted in his reputation, when 
he ſees that the ſtate takes ut to heart, as 
an inſult againſt the Kings power and 
authority,andtherypon hath abſolure- 
ly reſoluedto maiſterit, like vnto that 
which was ſetdowne in expreſfle words 
in theediaof CHARLES theninth 
of France touching Duells, That the 
King him-ſelfe tooke -ypon him the honor 
of all that tooke them-ſelues griened or in. 
tereſſed for not hauing performed the. 
Combat ; So muſtthe State doein this 
buſinetle , and in my Conſcience there 
1s none that is but of a reaſonable ſo- 
ber diſpoſition, bee hee neuer ſo vali- 
ant, {except it bee fomefurious perſon 
that is like a fire-worke ) but will bee 
gladof it ,- whenhce ſhall ſee the law 
and rule of Scate difintereft him of a 
Vaime

vaineand ynnecellaric hazard. 
Seco.;dly., care mult be raken that 
this cuill bee noe more cockered, nor 
the humor of it fed ; wherein l humbly 
pray your Lordhips thatl may ſpeake 
my: mind freely,and yer be vnderftood 
aright. Theproceedings of the great 
and noble Commitlſioners Marlhall, j 
honor and reverence much,& ofthem 
I ſpeake notin any fort ; Bur 1 ſay the 
compounding of quarrel]s,which is 0- 
ther-wiſcin vie,by private noblemen 


andgentlemen ,itis{opunQuall, and 


hath: ſuch reference-and reſpe& vnto 
the receyued conceiprs, whats before 
hand, and whats behunde hand, and 
I cannot tel what,as without all queſti- 
on it doth, in a faſhion, countenance 
 andauthoriſethispraQtiſe of Duells, as 
if it had in it ſome-whatof right. *

mation themoſt prudent and beſt ap. 
plicd remedy for this offence ( if it (hall 
pleaſe his Maicftie to vic it) that the 
wit of man can deuiſe, This offence 
(my Lords) isgrounded vpon a falſe 
conceipt of honour , and therefote it 
would bee punithed in theſame kinde, 
Ineo quis reftiſſime plettitur in quo peccat. 
The touncaine: of honouris the King, 
and his aſpe&t, and the acceſle to his 


- perfoncontinuerth honour in lite, and 


to be baniſhed from his preſenceis one 
of thegreateſt eclipſes of honour that 
can bee ; if his Maieſtic ſhall be pleaſed 
that whenthis Courtſhall cenſure any 
of theſc offences in perſons of eminent 
quality , to addethis out of hisowne 
power and diſcipline, that rhelc per- 
fons ſhall bee baniſhed and excluded 
from his Court for certaine yeares,and 
the Courts of his Queene and Prince, 


Lthinkethere is noeman that hath any

blood in him,will commit an a& 
ſhall caſthim into that darkenelle, 
that /hce may not. behold his Soue- 
raignes facc. 

y., and. that which-more pro- 
perly concernerh this Court, wee ſec 
(my Lords)the root of this offence is 
ſtubborn : For ir deſpiſeth death,which 
isthe vtmoſt- of puniſhments, and it 
werea iuſt,but a miſerable {euerity,to 
exccute the law without all remiſſion 
or mercy, where the caſe proucth capi- 
tall. And. yetthelate ſcuerity i in France 
was-more, where by a kind of Marſhall 
law eſtabliſhed by ordinance of the 
King and Parkddronns the pagty that 
had laine another was pretently had 
tothegibbet, in ſo muchas gentlemen 
of great quality were hanged, theyr 
wounds, bleeding; , leaſt a: naturall 


death. ſhould prcuent the example of 


juſtice. But {my Lords ) the courſe 
which

Now forthe law of England, 1 ſee it 
excepted to, though ignorantly in two

- Theone, thatit ſhould makeno dif- — 
ference betweene an infidious:-and 
foule murther, and the killing of a 
man vppon fayretermes,as they now 
call it. 

The other, that the law hath not 
prouided ſufficient puniſhment,and rc- 
parations for contumely of words, as 
theLie and the like. 

—_— - But 
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But theſe are noe better then chil- 


diſh novelties againſtthe diuine lawe, 
and againit all lawes inefica , and a- 
gainſt the examples of all ho braueſt 
and moſt vertuous Nations of the 
World. 
For firſt forthe law of God, there is 
neuerto be found any differencemade 
inhomicide, but betweene homicide 
voluntary and involuntary, which we 
tearme miſaduenture. And for the 
calc of miſaduenture it ſelfe,there were 
Citties of refuge; ſo that the offendor 
was put to his flight , & that flight was 
ſabie& to accident, whether the r&- 
uenger of bloud ſhould ouer-take him 
before he had gotten ſanRuary or noe; 
Itis truethat ourlaw hath wich f leamore

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The ſecond Combarte is a iudiciall 
tryall of right, where the right is ob{- 
cure, introduced by the Gorhes and the 
Northerne Nation, but more ancient- 
ly entertained in Spine; and this yet re- 
maines in ſome caſes, as a Diuine lotte 
of battayle , though controuerted by 
Diuines touching the lawtulnes of it, 
Sothata wiſe writerſaith, Taliter pug- 
nantes videntur tentare Deum, quia boc 
ruolunt vt Deus oſtendat et faciat mira- 
culum; vt iuſtam cauſam babens vittor 
efficiatur, quod ſept contra accidit. But 
howſocuer it bee, this kind of fight ta- 
keth his warrant from law . Nay the 
French themſelues whence this folly 
feemeth chiefely to haue flowne neuer 
had it butonely in praQiſeandtollera- 
tion , but neuer as authorized by 
law z And yet now of latethey haue 
beene fayne to purge their folly with 


extreame /rigour, infomuch as many 
-D Gen- 
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Gentlemen-left betweene death and 
life in the'Duells-( as-I ſpake before) 
were haſtned to hanging with cheir 
wounds bleeding. Forthe State tound 
it had beenenegleRed fo long, as no- 
thing could bethought cruclty which. 
tended to the putting of it downe. 

As for theſecond defeR, pretended: 
in'our Jaw, that it hath prouided no- 
remedy for-lies and fillippes , it may 
receiue like anſwere.; It would haue 
beene thought'a madnes amongſt the 
ancient law-giuers ,'to haue ſet a:pu- 
niſhment-vppon the ye given, which: 
in effe& is but a word ofdeniall, ane- 
gatiue of anothers ſaying: Any-law- 
giver, if hee had beene askedthe que- 
ſtion, would haue made Solons anſwer, 
that he had not: ordained any puniſbment 
For it, becauſe he neker imagined the world 
would haue beene ſo fantaſticall as to take 
iſo bighly;' The Ciuilians they diſpute. 
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whether an a&ion of Tniury lic forir, 
and rather reſolue the contrary, And 
Francis the firſt of France, who firſt ſer 
on & ſtamped this diſgrace ſo deepe,is 
taxed by the iudgment of all wiſe wri- 
ters, for beginning the vanity of it; for 


 itwas heethatwhen hee had himſelfe 


giuenthely and defie tothe Emperor, 


tomake it currantinthe world, ſaid in | 
a ſolemne aflembly , That hee was 
no hone man that would beare the lye, 


Which was the fountaine of this new 


learning. 


- .Asfor words of reproach and contw- 


mely ( whereof the lye was eſtcemed 
none ) it is not credible { bur that 


the Orationsthemſelues are extant ) 


what extreame and exquiſite r6-

and eyther<eſpiſcd chem or returned 
them; but no blood ſpilt aboutthem. 

-- So of every touch or light blow of

conſiderable, ſauc that they haue got 
vpponthemthe ſtampe of a diſgrace, 
which makeththeſe light things paſſe 
forgreat matter. The law of England, 
and all lawes hold theſe degrees of In- 
iury to the perſon , battery, 
mayme, and death : And if there be ex- 
traordinary circumſtances of deſpight 
and contumely,as in'icaſeof libells and 
baſtanadoes,and the like, this Court 
taketh them in hand and puniſheth 
them exernplarly,” Butfor this appre- 
henſion of a diſgrace, 'that a fillippe 
to the perſon. ſhould bee'a moral! 
wound tothe reputation ,/it weregood 
thatrmen did hearken vnto the ſaying 
| of 


erſon, they are not in themſelues - 
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of Conſaluo the great and famous 
commaunder, that was wont-to ſay; 
A Gentlemans honor: ſhould bee, De teld 
eraſſiore, of a good: ſtrong warppe or 
webbe that cuery little thing (hould

Thenthe 
concluſion followeth, that it is a caſe 
firforthe cenſure of this Court. And 
ofthis there be prefidents inthe very 

poynt of Challenge.

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puniſhed .capitally , except it bee in

. contempts : Andthat this Court was 
proper for offences of ſuch nature, 
ſpecially in this caſe, where the bra- 
uery; and. inſolency of the times are 
ſuch as the ordinary Magiſtrates and 
Iuftices, that are truſted with thepre- 
ſeruation of the Peace, arc not able 
to. maſter and reprefle theſe offences, 
which were by the Court at large ſct 
forth, to -bee-not onely againſt the 
law of God , to whom, and his ſub. 
ſtitutes all revenge belongeth as part 
of his prerogatiuc , but alſo againſt 
the oath and duety of cuery ſubic& 
vnto. his Maicſty , for that the ſub-
